QnetT Bird 


Birds have some queer fancies in se-

the third one, and a fifth one on top 
of the fourth, before they were con- 
tented to begin housekeeping. Not long 
after that four little heads were peeping 
over the edge of their lofty home. 


An old gentleman once told me that 


his wife, on a certain wash day, missed 
a lace cap that sho, had hung out on tbe 
line and fastened with a clothes pin 
Several days afterward, when walking 
in his garden, he noticed something whit* 
fluttering in the branches of a cherry 
tree, and an examination showed that a 
pair of robins had taken the cap from the 
line and fastened it among tho twigs and 
grass of their nest. The birds, had un- 
doubtedly pulled the cap from between 
the prongs of the clothes phis, for they 
could not otherwise have obtained it. 
They were left in undisturbed possession 
of their prize. 


A pair of sparrows in Central park, 


New York, have regularly, for several 
years, built their nest and reared their, 
young ones in tho right hand of Daniel 
Webster's statue. But a stranger place 
than that has been used by a pair in 
Charing Cross, London, for six years 
past. These brave little fellows have mcxie 
their home right in the mouth of a lion- 
hut the lion ia made of stone.—Philadel 
phia Times.

Berlin is less cosmopolitan than almost 


any other of the large cities of the world 
It ia comparatively seldom that one sees 
strange costumes and strange people, as 
is daily the case in New York, Paris and 
London. It is not a great while since 
the street gamins would follow an Eng- 
lishman or American, whose dress dif 
fered somewhat from tho ordinary, and 
cry at the top of their voices, "Eng- 
landerl" or "Yankee!" Although that 
has changed somewhat in the course of 
time, the novelty has not yet worn off 
A coloied man clad in respectable gar- 
ments who appears in Berlin is almost 
lionized. 
There is no race prejudice 


On the contrary, he is the equal of all, 
and people speak of the handsome 
"brunette" and the frauleins saddle 
Pegasus in his honor. 


I have seen hundreds of pvomcnaders 


atop before the Cafe zur Opera and gaze 
for minutes at the colored man who acts 
as porter to the establishment. 
His 


presence draws numerous people to the 
restaurant who would otherwise pass it 
by. The big fellow appreciates his posi- 
tion now, has become proud, and shows 
his white teeth in smiles of recognition 
to many fashionable people in the street. 
(His wages are high, and, being tho only 
attraction of his kind in Berlin, hoisablc 
to dictate his terms. In the classical 
city of Weimar a negro married the 
daughter of the court preacher. 
The 


wedding was honored by the presence of 
hisroyal highness Grand Duke Alexander 
and all the aristocratic people of that 
modern Athens.—London Letter.

New York importers of novelties, advertised 
for an office-boy, saying, "No Hebrews 
•wanted." The Hebrew merchants w«re 
indignant and have commenced a boycott 
on tbe firm, notwithstanding an explanation 
of tbe firm's irresponsibility for the word- 
ing of the advertisement.

The San Francisco Bulletin eaye: 
One of the most important •objects be- 


fore the people of tha West at present i« 
the subject of arid lauds. It will be re- 
membered that at the last session of Con- 
gress a Senate Committee was appointed 
to investigate tbe subject ot arid land sur- 
veys and Senator W. M. Stewart, of Ne- 
vrtdo, wai elected chairman. AH soon Oi 
these steps had been taken tho State Board 
of Trade in this oity took (he matter in 
hand and appointed n sub-committee ot 
prominent members tn receive the Senate 
Cociuiittee, entertain them, and furnish 
such information as could be gathered 
when they arrive here, which ia expected 
to be about August 2i*h. 


At a : oesiou of a sub committee shortly 


after it was appointed, M. M.Esteo was 
elected Chairman, and at a meeting about 
a month ago, Senator Stanford, Seuatot 
Stewart of Nevada, W. H. Mills of the 
Southern Pacific Company, and W. H. 
Hall, ex-Stata Engineer, addressed the 
meeting. At the meeting a letter was read 
from (!. P. Huntmgton, sitting that he 
would do nil he possibly could* to help the 
committee iu Us wcrk. The Department 
of Engineers at Washington appointed cx- 
State Engineer Hall an assistant engineer 
aud guide to direct the Washington purty 
over that portion of the State that needed 
investigation. When the Act was passed 
by Congress $250,000 wan appropriated 
for tho use of the engineers for cairyiog 
ont their work. 


The subject is again revived by the 


arrival in this city of Captain Clarence E. 
Dutton of the 
Ordinance Dupartmeaf, 


U. 8. A., at Washington, who has been 
appointed Chief Engineer of tb > survey by 
Major Powell, the head officer of the 
dip.ittmect at that place.
